NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 1st April 1969 

No. 6'E, dated 31st March, 1969.^—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
clauses (c) and (d) of clause (8) of section 2 of the Indian Official Secrets Act, 
^1923 (19 of 1923'j, the Central Government hereby declares the following to be 
prohibited places for the purposes of the said Act, namely: — 

(a) any place belonging to or u.sed for the purpose of Government, situat- 
ed in the area specified in the Schedule hereto; 

(h) any road, way or channel, or other means of communication by land or 
water uncluding any works or structures being part thereof or con¬ 
nected therewith), situated as aforesaid; 

(c) any place used for gas, water or electricity works or other works for 

purposes of a public character, situated as aforesaid; and 

(d) any place, situated as aforesaid, where any ammunitions of war or 

any sketches, models, plams or documents relating theo'eto, are being 
made, repaired or stored otheiwise than on behalf of Government. 

Schedule 

1. The area in the State of Jammu &. Kashmir, bounded by the line known 
as the Cease-fire Line on the one side, and the line drawn as indicated below, 
namely; — 

(1 ) JAMMU District 

From NAWANSHAHAR following nallah to SULIAN and from SULIAN 
following nallah to CHAUKI CHAURA. 

(2) RIASl District 

From CHAUKI CHAURA following District boundary to KUND from KUND 
dong track to PAONI GURA, From GURA along RAD river to GUNDALE and 
.,om GUNDALE following track to KHORBANI, DHALERI, to track ANS river 
iunction. From track river junction following ANS river to boundary junction, 

,3') BARAMULA District 

From boundary junction following District boundary, KHABI-KI-GALI, TATA 
KUTI, CHOR PANJAL PASS and ZAJSUR GALI to track boundary junction. 
From track boundary junction following nallah to KAWAHAR and road nallah 
junction. From road nallah junction following road to BARAMULA, DILIN. 
From DILIN following POHRUR River upto the point where the SHAT stream 
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merges in it and along the SHAT Streeun to PATHARDAR peak. From 
PATHARDAR peak to SONARWAN and along the MANDAMATI Stream to the 
BARIBALSAR peak. From BARIBALSAR peak along the OGPUDHAR right to 
NICHINAIBAH. 

(4) ANANTNAG District 

From NICHINAIBAR to NICHINAI camping ground along the SIND River to 
its source at peak 15980. 

(.5) XJDHAMPXJR District 

From peak 15980 to the BATKOL Stream along the BATKOL Stream to 
HUMPET, BAZIRAN, KON NAG. KAINTAL and the RANGMARG Pass. From 
the RANGMARG Pass along the LEKUTZAZ Stream to TtTMULASAR Peak. 
From TUMULASAR Peak along the HALKA Stream to its junction with the' 
MARAN River and along the MARAN River to SONDAR. From SONDAR. 
along the KIBARNAL Sti-eam to its points of o igin at height 20040 along the 
KUELANG Stream to SHTMPAN. From SHIMPAN along the CHANDRA 
BHANG A (GADOR) River to the BIANA forest. From BIANA forest along the 
SHOPUOR (TARSUL) DHAR Ridge and thence to point 16863, JERSANG Pass 
17635 and KANGLA JOT; and 

II. The area in that part of the district of LADAKH (not included in item I 
above) which lies to the South and South-East of the line known as the Cease¬ 
fire Line, in the said State.
